It Is aiiumed that Iwfore purchas- 
ing the seeds, the garden plan .has 
been earetully made and the actual 
amount required has been determined. 
If this Is done, there will be no oc- 
casion for waste. The'nioHt Hucoess- 
ful market gardeners flgure very 
closely upon the amount of seed re- 
quired, Tbey buy the best obtainable 
and then plant only the required num- 
ber to the hill or row.

ENS .HOST SERIOrS SITI A- 
TION IN THE COUN* 
TBVi HI8T0BT 

Washington, April 28— An appeal to 

"whoever Is running the war" for a 
rearrangement of traffic schedules 
which will permit mines to operate 
full time was made by the National 
Coal Association today in a statement 
which conditions, a more serious coal 
shortage neit winter than waa ex- 
perienced last season. 

Ohio coal producers, with a full- 
tinie output aof GO.OOn tons annually, 
wired association headnnarters tlierc 
this message: 

"Tens of thousands of tons of coal 
are lost dally by lack of- transporta- 
tion faoilltiea. This coal is demanded 
by domestic consumers, public utli'les 
and industrial plants who desire to 
accumulate a reasonamlc surplus. The 
coal thus lost cannot be made up Inter 
in the season. A full car supply from 
now until next spring will no more 
than nil the demand." '- 

The National Coal Aasociation in Its 
statement declares that "the enor- 
mous demands of other war industries 
are crowding roal off the rails ami 
the resullan teontiiiued shortage ot 
ears at the niinen has cut production 
to the danger iioint. This is the sea- 
son of the year when the minea ahould 
be working at top speed for storaeo 
against fall and winter. The mines, 
however, are not working at toji speed 
nor at a rate eVen apiiroacliini,' top 
speed. Ill tlie face of the heaviest 
deniaiiii for coal In the country's his- 
tory the mines have been so hinder- 
ed by Insufficient car supply that they 
have made little, If any, headway over 
iaat year's reoord— a record which fell 
60,000,000 tons short of meeting the 
nation's demands."
